Pinto Beans Declared Surplus, 
0]^ for School Lunch Program 

WASHINGTON, Feb. 26 . (Special) —Rop, Ralph Harding, D., Ida., apnounced to- 
day that the department of agricultt^re has agreed to his requtafc-to ileclarp pinto 
beans in surplus, thus making them eligible for USDA purchases, "The department 
of agriculture later toda^ is scheduled. not only to ileclnro pinto beans in surplus," 
Harding reported, "but will ask for bids on pinto beans for welfare nndachool lunch 
purposes," The Idaho law- 
maker said the Gem state 
bean producers had assured 
him that thO'decIaration of 

pinto beans as surplus hy the 
USDA will greaUy aid in movlnB 
the Idaho bean crop and result 
in hlither prices to tlie grower 
than otheru'lse would. havo been 
received. 

In a letter to Secretary of 
Agriculture Crvllle Freeman nnd 
other members of the commodity 
credit corporailon boardjon Jon. 
30, Harding itktadj^fnieh a stu- 
dent attending ^ool In one of 
the high-schools In the Magic 
Valley ai^a of Idaho,, the center 
of the pinto bean production, 
finds eastern pea beans on the 
school' lunch menu and reports it 
to. his parents, li-causcs-qulte a 
reaction. 

"However, when his parents 
are bilormed by the local bean 
dealer that the government paid 
t33i per hundredweight to Im- 
port pea beans for this program, 
when pintos were available lo- 
cally at fJM per hundredweight, 
the reaction becomes more vio- 
lent," 

Harding said that today'jt ac- 
tion by the commodity credit 
corporaUon board will prevent 
"such, an outrageous situation 
occurring.'
